A sound transmissive protective cover assembly, consisting essentially of at least one 
microporous membrane having an inner unbonded region and a periphery bonded region, and at 
least one adhesive support system, wherein the assembly has an instantaneous water entry 
pressure of at least one meter water column and an overall acoustic transmission loss of no more

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than 3 dB in the range of frequencies from 300 to 3 KHz, as substantially described and 
connected with the other functional language recited in the claims.
